ESTERDAY at Arklow 1 saw the 
scientific regen by which stone and 
clay are cA&anged into lovely pieces of 
china; china that is gay and brilliant— 
and almost. as delicate—as the wing of a 
butterfly, china, too, that, while preserving 
the lustre of marble, was obviously 
intended for the kitchen dresser and the 
scullery shelf; and jugs and basins, 
mottled in flowers and colours, or white as 
driven snow. 
Ireland does not produce the component 
parts of potters’ clay, and so ships now 
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THE POTTERY AND 
ITS BUILDERS 


Arklow Pottery, Limited, has been 
incorporated for the purpose of 
supplying the total requirements of 
the Irish Free State in china and 
pottery-ware. The Chairman and 
Managing Director is Senator N. 
O'Rourke, of Inniskeen, Dundalk ; 
other directors include Mr. R. Hoff- 
man, 106 Middle Abbey street, 
Dublin; Mr. P. O’Connor, a director 
of the Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion, and Mr, D. J.° O’Donohoe, 
managing director of Bolands, Ltd. 

The pottery is situated at ‘South 
quay, Arklow, and deliv eries of pot- 
ting-clay, flint, stone and china-clay 
are delivered direct to the door. 

The building covers a floor space of 
approximately 90,000 square feet, is 
constructed of concrete on a steel 
framework, and is roofed with corru- 
gated asbestos sheeting on steel roof 
principals of varying spans up to 60 
feet. ‘Particular attention has been 
given to the lighting, which has been. 
provided throughout the building 
with roof glazing. The workshops ' 
are steam-heated, and are ventilated 
by means of roof ventilators and 
electric fans.

come every week to the little harbour of 
Arklow, each bringing clay and stone from 
the cliffs of Devon and the: fair fields ‘of 
Normandy, so that Irish hands, at the 
direction of Irish brains, may ply the 
potters’ art. 


THE TRIPPING MAID 


Flint and ‘stone, china clay and ball 
clay are first ground to powder in 
revolving steel cylinders. each of which 
weighs, when loaded, no les than 
seven tons.. Thus is produced the 
potters’ clay, known in the trade as “ the 


body,” which is then mixed with water to 
form a thick liquid; this liquid is con- 
ducted to underground tanks, where re- 
volving fins agitate it until all the. com- 
ponents are completely mixed. The fluid 
is next pumped through sifters—each of 
which have a mesh of 130 apertures: to the 
square inch—-to remove all grit, and is 
then made to pass between electric power 
magnets, which clear away all particles 
of iron. Such particles, if left. in the 
‘* body,’’ would cause brown specks to 
appear on the finished ware. 

At this stage the clay is again mixed, 
is then pumped through fine cloths in 
presses, and all excess moisture extracted. 
It is now plastic clay, containing about 
20 per cent. of water, and feels, and looks, 
exactly like dark putty. A further 
‘slopping’’ with water and treatment 
with chemicals is necessary before it 
is ready for one of the processes of potting 
known as casting. 

THE POTTER’S ART 

In making a jug or teapot, for instance, 
the “ slopped “ clay is poured into moulds 
of plaster of Paris, all of which are made 
at Arklow, The plaster, acting as a dry- 
ing agent, commences to absorb the mois- 
ture, and in a few moments the clay all 
round the inside of the mould has begun 
to dry, though the clay in the centre stil! 
remains wet. After a few minutes the 
potter pours the liquid out of the mould, 
the drying portion remaining behind in 
the form of a coating or film, which 
adheres to the mould itself. The mould 
is then taken off, and the coating of dry- 
ing clay, having become stiff, is left, a 
jug or teapot in the rough. 

Plates and saucers are made by placing 
a pancake-like slab of clay on a flat or 
converse disc, which is set spinning at 
high speed; as it revolves a lever, to which 
is attached a tool known as a. “ profile’’ 
(so called because it is formed to shape 
the outside of the article), descends wpon 
it, paring and shaving away the surplus 
elay, and pressing that which remains into 
the requisite form. 

The articles are next sponged and 
trimmed, and are now ready. for their 
first fire. For this purpose—known as 
“ firing the body of the ware ’’—three 
bisque kilns, bottle-neck in type, have 
been erected on reinforced concrete slabs. 


FIRST FIRING 

The ware to be fired is placed in saggars 
(deep brick trays made of special fire- 
resisting alay )—they, also are made at 
Arklow—and carried into the kil~s, where 
the saggars are piled one upon another to 
the top. A coal fire is lit, the tempera- 
ture is brought. up to 1.400 Centigrade, 
and the ware is subjected to this intense 
heat for three days, during which each 
kiln or oven consumes about 22 tons ol 
coal, 

When the oven is cool the ware is 
exainined ; crooked or nipped articles are 
removed, and each article is brushed, and 
—if it is to be printed with a design— 
passed to the printing room. Here deft- 
fingered girls transfer designs to each 
plate, cup or saucer, all of which are then 
dipped in glaze and placed upon a drying 
‘mangle.’’ This machine dries 7.000 
articles a week; it consists of an endless 
chain of trays, which move slowly up a 
huge hollow tower: The tower is heated to 
a temperature of, approximately, 100 
degrees Fahrenheit, and the wet glazed 
ware, having been placed on the rising 
side of the mangle, comes down on the 
other side in fifteen minutes completely 
dry. 


The ware is now subjected to further 


| intense heat in a Dressler tunnel oven over 


one hundred yards long. The oven, which 
is believed to be the second largest in the 


lal 


is built of seventy-eight different 
types of brick. Its purpose is to harden 
the glaze on the ware. This is accom- 
plished by the placing of the articles 
(again in saggars) on wheeled carriages, 
and propellin them, by means of a 
geared electric ram, slowly through 
a fire whose heat is 1,040 degrees 
centigrade. The carriages, with their 
delicate freight, move at the average rate 
of six feet per hour, and after approxi- 
mately two days reach the other end of 
the tunnel. This oven is capable of firing

Once 
lit, it burns continually for a period of 
from five to seven years, after which the 
combustion chambers are burned out, and 
the oven must be re-built. 

Up to this period all the processes—in- 
volved though they may appear to be— 
were concerned with ‘ under- glaze’’ ware, 
which, in fact, represents only a small 
proportion of the total ware turned out 
from the factory. Articles which were to 
be turned out with hand-painted designs 
had still several processes to go through. 
In the first of these they were taken to 
the decorating department, where some 
fifty girls, seventy per cent. of them Irish 
and Irish- trained, painted designs upon 
them. They were then placed in an 
electric kiln, known as the Moore- 
Campbell electric kiln, and put through 
virtually the same process (except that 
the heat generated for the firing was pro- 
duced by electricity) as in the Dressler 
tunnel oven across the way.
